Shall firſt relate his ARions in England, Scotland 
and Ireland, when King thereof, and atter- 
wards his preſent Aﬀions in Ireland, which 
may ſerve as parallels ro his former Attions, 

To begin, He that deſigns ro be a Papiſt and a 
Slave, and thar all his Pcſtcrity ſhould be Papiſts and 
Slaves afrer him, .may be iuppoſed to fight for the 
Reſtauration of King Fames the Second, and no 0- 
thers : For he has broken his Oath before God and 
Man, and the Laws of the Land, and his repeated 
Promiſes of keeping chem inviolable, by building of 
Popiſh Churches and Chappels, ere&ing of Monaſte- 
ries, ſetting up Colledges for Jeſuits, for corrupring 
of Youth, and making one of that Order a Privy 
Councellor and Miniſter of State; by making of Po- 
piſh Judges and Eccleſiaſtical Commuſioners, one 
whereof declared himſelf a Papiſt, which 1s againſt 
the expreſs Laws, for any Papiſts ro be 1n any place 
or places of Truſt ; by raiſing Perſons co Ecclefi- 
aſtical Digniries who have no zeal for the Proteſtant 
Religion : Suſpending the Biſhop of London, turning 
out the Pretident and Fellows of Magdalen Colledge 
from their Frecholds, and putting Papiſts 1n their 
Room, by commanding the Leclaration tor Liberty 


of Conſcience, (which was contrary to Law_) ro be. 


read in Churches, and ciring all the Chancellours and 
Arch-Deacons of England, requiring them co certifie 
the names of all Clergy-men, who did or did not 
cad the Declaration, though chey were not enjoyned 
by their Biſhops who were their Ordinaries, by ſub- 
zefting the Honours and Eſtates of the SubjeRts and 
che Eſtabliſhed Religion to a Deſporick and Arbitrary 
* Government ; ſeizing of the Charters of Towns, 
and putting in Popifh Magiſtrares in many ot chem, 
by cauſing a great deal of Blood ro be ſhed 18 divers 
| places of the Kingdom againſt all che rules and forms 
of Law, not ſuffering the Perſons accuſed to plead 
in their own defence: By putting the Adminiſtration 
of Juſtice in Papifts hands, arming the Papiſts,-and 
putting them in the: greateſt places of Truſt both by 
Sea and Land, as well Strangers and Iriſh} as Engliſh: 
By impriſoning of the Biſhops for cheir humble and 
lawful Petition, and afterwards trying of chem :; By 
treating of a Peer as Criminal , for ſpeaking the 
Truth, in ſaying that rhe Subjects were not bound 
ro obey the Orders of a Popiſh Juſtice of che Peace, 
and requiring all perſons that were in any Imploy- 


mencor Eſteem, to declare that they would concur - 


in che Repeal of che Teſt and Penal .Laws, and give 
their Vote for ſuch Parliament-men who would be 
for repealing of chem, and turning our all perſons 
in places of Truft , who would not concur 1n 1t, and 
putting thoſe in their places who promiſed. ro com- 
ply, and many of them profeſſed Papiſts: By ſending 
au Ambaſladour to /Romy, arid receiving one from 


rhence, and admitting of vaſt numbers of Popiſh 
Prieſts and Jecſuirs, Dominicans and Fryers, 1nto 
England : By making of Popiſh Councellors, Popiſh 
Licutenanrs of che Counties, High Sheriffs, and un- 
der Sheriffs, and Poptſh Juſtices of che Peace : By 
keeping up a ſtanding Army, with Popiſh Officers : 
By Invading the Fundamental Conſtitution of Scot- 
land, and altering ic from a legal limired Monarchy, 
to an Arbitrary Deſporick Power, and hath exerci- 
ſed the ſame, to the ſubverſion of the Proteſtanr 
Religion, and the yiolation of the Laws and Liber- 
ties of thar Nation, and perverting all the ends and 
deſigns of Government, and declaring of an abſo- 
lure ave there, and that all the Subje&s were 
bound ro obey him without reſerve, and by diſ- 
banding the Proteſtant Officers and Souldiers in Tre- 
land, and putting in Papiſts in all places of Truſt, 
and turning our Proteſtants, and taking away Prote= 
ſtants Eſtates, becauſc chey had them contrary to 


Juſtice or Reaſon, only becauſe the good Catholicks 


cut a little parcel of abour one hundred and fifr 

thouſand Hereticks Throats, and made Candles of 
their Greaſe: I had almoſt forgor one thing nor 
worth ſpeaking of, the Diſpencing with the Laws of 
the Land, Theſe inſtances may ſuffice, ro ſhew his 
deſire, (ro uſe hisown words) to uſe no other than 
Lenity and Mercy, andare very proper to be com- 
pared with the following Speech which he made to 
the Council, upon his coming ro the Crown, 
February the 6th 1684, with his after afſurances, 


JAMES KR » 
YT Lords, Before I enter upon-any other buſineſs, I 

think fit to ſay ſomething to you, ſince it hath- 
pleaſed. Almighty God to.place me in this Station, and I 
am now to ſucceed ſo g19d and gracigus a King as well as 


ſo very kind a Brother, I think»1t fit to declaie unto you, 


that I will endeavour to follow his Example, and moſt” 
eſpecially in that of bis great Clemency and Tenderneſs to 
his People: I have been reported to be a man for Arbi- 
trary Pawer, but that is not the only ſtory has been made 
ofe me, -and I ſhall make it my engleavours to preſerue 
this Government both in Church and State, as it is now 
by Law Eſtabliſhed: 1 know. the Princapl 15'0f the Church 
of England are' for! Monarchy, - and the Members. of it 
bavwe. d themſelves gqod and oa, Subjetts, there- 
en 


fore I ſhall alwaigs take care to defend and ſupport it. 


1 knyw tw, that the \Lams of England are ſufficient to 


make the King as groatia Monarch as I can wiſh, And as 
] ſhall-never depart. fram 'the juſt Rights and Prerogg- 
tives of .the Crawn, ſo I ſhall never invade; any mans 
Property. I have often; heretofore ventured my life in De- 
fence of this Nation, and ſhall flill go as far as any man in 
preſerving its. zuſt Rights and Liberties. 4 
i[n his Speechrto the Parliament, May the 3oth 1585. 
.he ſays thax he bas an Engliſh Hearr, , (if he had yd 
ED pee an 
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and a Popiſh Conſcience) as much as any Man, and 
will go as tar when there is occaſion 1n defence and 
ſupport rhereot (we ſhould have known whar to cruſt 
to.) In his Sp-ech ro the Parijament afrerche dcteat 
of Mhmmuth, November the gth 1685 . (peaking of the 
Poviſh Officers that were in the Army,(l will neither 
expoſe chem to dilgrace nor my ſelf ro the want of 
them) knowing that withour ſuch ke could never 
bring about his Deſigns, concluding wich theſe words, 
I will ever make you all reruns of Findnels and Pro- 
tetion, with Reſolution ro-venture my own Life im 
the defence of the true Intereſt of this Kingdom. And 
though theParliamentAddreſt him rhe 17th following, 
deſiring him to lay afide choſe Popiſh Officers, as be- 
ing contrary to Law, y<t he would by no means 
hearken to it, bur was very angry with them, in his 
Speech in anſwer ro their E 
theſe words ; I will be ſteady in all che Promiſes } 
have made you, and he very juſt comy wordin every 
one of my Speeches, 

Bur in his Speech to Faiher Clare he ſaid, he 
would cither Convert England, or dye a Martyr ; 
and that he had rather dye ro morrow, thar Con- 
verſion being wrought, than Reign fifry years with 
our that, in Happineſs and Proſperity. 

To bepin with his preſent ARtions in Ireland, up- 
on his arrival at Dublin, the few Proteſtants rhar re- 
mained in Employs were turned our, not a Proreſtant 
was allowed to fir in Council, or bear Arms, the Lord 
Granard, Lord Chief-Juſtice Keating, SIF Fohn Davis, 
Sir Tho, Newco:n2n, Collonel Ruſſel, 8c. were all 
rurned our, and none permitted to hold any Place 
but Papiſts, tho' theſe Gentlemen were ſo true to 
the King, and went ſo far to ſerve him,as made them 
ſuſpeted to be of his Religion. See his gratitude 
to the Biſhop of Cheſter, who coming with him from 
France, died a Proteſtant at Dublin, and was ſo mt- 
ſerably poor as to want common neceffartes z and 
being dead, was buried ar the charge of a Charitable 
Prelate there : but to proceed, the Lord y1ſcount 
Mazerine hath been plundered in Plate, Money, 
Houſchold Goods, - (9c. to the value of near rwenty 
th- 1ſand pounds, and others proportionable, not- 
wichſtanding ſeveral Declarations trom Tyrconnel and 
King James to the Contrary; and upon a modeſt 
computation they have plundred already 1n Money, 
Plate, Houſehold-Gcods, Horſes, Corn and Hay, gyc. 
to the valus of two hundred thouſand pounds. One 
Nr. Robert Biroughs an Attorney, and Rich, had all 
his ſubſtance taken from him, ard turned out of 
| doors, who died for hunger and cold, and they 

have killed many perſons in cold blood without any 
provocation given ; for example, -the Lord Galmy 
:o0k one Dean Dixtes Son, and another young Gentle- 
man, tho vot in Arms, and hanged them upon a 
Sipn-poſt. Upon King Fames's arrival in Treland the 
Proteſtants thought tHtey ſhould have had ſome re- 
dreſs for the Robbing and Pillaging of their Carrle 
ard moveable goods, and other inhumanities which 
the Iriſh Soldiers daily commitred on them, as like- 
wiſe for the furure ; bur behold the lenity and mer- 
cy of this King, who upon ſeveral complaints mMe 
ro) him, would anſwer, that he would do for them 
what he could, bur rhey never received any further 


ſarisfa&tion or ]uſtice ; parricularly rhe Lord Galmoy 


cut off a Gentlemans head in the North, and made 
kis own Son carry iron a Pike in triumph before 
is Regfment. Upon Complaint of this to the King, 
he ſeemed mighrily diſpleaſed, yer the Lord Galmy 
rarricd the Swerd before him the very nexr day, 
If we did relate all the diſmal relations we have 
from thence it would make a Volume. Thele are 
mercies fir to he ated by none but Papiſts, and 
Popiſh Kings, An Iriſh Lord who came with King 
James from France, ſpeaking to a Clergy-man ot 
Dublin, ſaid, That King Jamey can never expett pol- 
ſeffwon of his Kingdoms by the Proteſtants means, 
wleſs tied and ferrered with Conditions which he

canr.or, nor ſhall nor obſerve ro them ; "ris by,t''c 


force of Arms of his good Carholicks, and by afi- 
ſtance of France that he deſigns to regain. his Domi- 
nions, and then he comes in freeand boundlets, lilrh 
an abſolute Conq erour, and ſhail afrerwards 29 
what he pleaſes; we have had one taſte of the fr- 
cericy of his Intentions, as well betore, as when 
King; and he that del:res arvlier, 43 God's name 
let him go to him or ro the French Ring, 'tis much 
as one : but ſuppoſe he's ſincere now,. and that he 
repents of all his former 1llegalities and miſcarria- 
ges, and reſolves tor the furure never to commit the 
like, whar ſecurity can he give us that he'll always 
continue ſo, to govern us according ro the Righes, ' 
Priviledges, and Laws of the Land ? Certainly he 
can plve us none beſides his Cath or Promiſe, which 
ſ1gnihcs nothing, for 1t's impoſſible for him ta keep 
them without damning his own Soul; and can any 
man believe he'll damn his Soul to keep his Oath or 
Promiſe, when he ſhall go to Heaven for breakin 
of chem (according to the DoErine of their Church? 
bur what ſignifies it ro break rwo or three Promiſes 
when every body breaks them, or an Oath or fo, 
'ris 1n faſhion now? as for the French King, he has 
kept his Oarhs and Promiſes in ſuch an extraordinary 
manner, that all the Hiſtories now extranet cannoc / 
come near to a Parallel, and our King Fames has 
only been there co learn a few of his Morals, and is 
coming to teach 'em with French and Iriſh Dragoons, 
intermixc with a lictle Liberty, ſuck as we tor our 
Fathers were able to bear. And now good Folks 
prepare your ſelves for this happineſs, for he's co- 
-ming wich open arms and f{tretched our hands ro 
make ye happy ( thar is Papiſts ) wherher ye will 
or Ro, and 1 doubt not bur that you'll ſee your own 
happineſs which is coming upon you like a Torrent, 
and prepare for it accordingly. 

I hope all che People i England will makea juſt 
Judgment of what has been i. and confider what 
chey may expe from ſuch a 1; -v who is ſo: much 
Jeſuired. : 

All the World cannot but acknowledge that this 
great Revolution has been by the miraculous Provi- 
dence of Almighry God, and we ought (as St. Paul 
did) to bleſs God that we are once delivered our of 
the mouth of the Lyon, and ſhould we nor 
affront that Providence if we ſhould ler him into. 
our Boſoms again? would ir. not be juſt with God 
co let him deſtroy us ? bur can we be guilty of ſuch 
a notorious folly or macdnels, as to maintain the 
Ambition of the late King Fames, to the ruine and 
deſtruftion of our ſelves, which can he nothing elſe 
it we contribute to reſtore him'to the Crown 3 on 
rhe contrary, if we deſign to be happy, and that 
our Poſteriry ſhould be happy afrer us, in enjoying 
the Goſpel in ics purity and irs crue Religion, and 
what the Laws of Nature and our Countrey have 
conferred on us, we ought ro oppoſe the lace King 
/ ames as the common Enemy of our Religion and 

tbercy, tor this is the time ro Enta!l happineſs on 
our ſelves and our Poſterity :
